Four Jewish residents requested us to remove their names from 
our mailing list. They claimed it is a form of unsound discrimination 
for a paper to cater only to the Jewish community in its news cov- 
erage. An excerpt from one letter best summarizes the various 
reasons forwarded: ”. . . we do not have a separatist view of human 
beings, based on religious or racial distinction. Our view is that 
of the’ humanist and of those mainly concerned with ethics.” 

The existence of the Jewish people is not' dependent upon a 
point of view or an act of will. Today the Jew constitutes a recog- 
nizable ethnic group in American society. Their existence in such a 
group is not the result of conscious action on the part of American 
Jews nor is it the creation of the editor of the Greater St. Louis 
Jewish Star. The present social role and composition of American 
Jews is an historically evolved fact. And this fact means that Ameri- 
can Jews have customs, habits, religious and cultural practices, prob- 
lems and entertainments which arc identifiable as Jewish. 

Under these circumstances a press which reflects Jewish prac- 
tices, problems, and opinions — and which is not simply a house 
organ for advertising or a sectarian segment of the community can 
serve a positive and constructive purpose. 

The challenge that a distinctive mark, such as the Jewish Star, 
is a discriminatory organ within the democratic frame of America is 
self-contradictory. Every Jewish institution plays a particular role. 
A "Jewish” employment service was not created by the Jewish 
people, but was born out of the necessity to adjust to distinctive

Democracy’s Hebrew Roots is of 
especial interest to us at this time 
because of our current interest in 
American Jewish History. The au- 
thor attempts to outline for us the 
elements of democracy which may 
be found in bv6 epochs of Jewish 
history-Biblical and Talmudic. It 
would be most helpful to Religious 
School teachers, especially in the 
higher grades. 

In general this pamphlet, al- 
though it is limited by its space, is 
a very fine study. There are, how’’- 
ever, a few elements of it which 
could use clarification. While the 
author’s general knowledge of the 
period and the literature of it is 
adequate, her sense of history is 
sometimes wanting. This is es- 
pecially true when she indicates the 
democratic elements in Biblical 
times. 

At one point she notes the tem- 
porary reigns of the Judges of 
Israel and sees this aspect of tem- 
porary rule as an element 
democratic thought, ignoring the 
fact that at that time the Israel- 
ites were divided into many tribes 
and did not wish to have an overall 
ruler. 

Again in picking out scattered 
sentences which have a democratic 
denotation, our author does not call 
to our attention the fact that these 
ideas which are called democratic

design of the Seal. 

The Declaration of Independence was signed about two o’clock in 
the afternoon of July 4, 1776. In order to complete the evidences of 
the Independence of the United States, the Continental Congress, right 
after dinner that afternoon, set itself to the task of adopting an official 
seal of sovereignty for the new nation. 

The Congress “Resolved, That Dr. Fi’anklin, Mr. J. Adams and Mr. 
Jefferson be a committee to prepare a device for the Seal of the United 
States of America,” 

John Adams, writing to his wife on August 14, 1776, related that 
Dr. Franklin proposes a device for the seal: Moses lifting up his wand 
and dividing the Red Sea, and Pharaoh in his chariot overwhelmed with 
the waters. The motto: ‘rebellion to tyrants is obedience to God.' Mr. 
Jefferson proposed the children of Israel in the wilderness, led by a 
cloud by day and a pillar of fire by night.” 

These biblical symbols, recalling the history of the Exodus, were 
actually desired, proposed and submitted by Benjamin Franklin. John 
Adams and Thomas Jefferson for approval by the Continental Con-i 
gross for the official Seal of the United States. Other biblical s>Tnbol^ 
also linked with Egypt and Israel, were later to take precedence 
the first design submitted, but the first seal was never rejected.

soundness of the attitudes with 
which she has handled her own 
children. Theoretically she is right, 
too. But realistically, it has not 
worked, as shown by their symp- 
toms. Such cases are very difficult 
to treat. She frequently knows the- 
oiy as well, or better, than the 
counselor. .She may be a profes- 
sional herself. Is there something 
wrong with the theory? Not neces- 
sarily. Theory, after all, is only 
an approximation to truth. When 
we study, learn, and conduct re- 
search, theories progressively 
change as new data brings us 
closer and closer to the truth. But 
any theory, no matter how “abso- 
lutely” correct, will not work if 
misapplied, or used in situations 
where it is not relevant. 

This kind of preoccupation with 
theory often is associated with an 
insufficiently basic interest in a 
child or sensitivity to his needs. 
It is as though the theory is more 
important than the child. 

In the history of child psychol- 
ogy we note a changing popularity 
of certain principles. For example, 
instead of the “spare the rod, and 
spoil the child” heard early in the 
century; in the 20’s and 30’s we 
heard only permissiveness, self-ex- 
pression, and avoidance of punish- 
ment. Now the circle seems to be 
on its way to completion. One of 
the latest books’ is entitled: “Don’t 
Be Afraid of Your Child.” New 
words appear with old meanings. 
We hear more often of the value 
of limitations and control (disci- 
pline?). We deplore and discourage 
“acting out” (bad behavior?). We 
encourage natural consequences 
and peimitting the realistic effects 
that follow on children’s shortcom- 
ings (punishment?). And a recent 
popular article announces: “Our 
children won’t have to pay big fees 
to a psychiatrist to be told they 
were rejected. We are telling them 
right now.” The amount of latent 
ho^lilily to children in all ol this 
is really very impressive. 

In infant feeding, we find similar 
variations. Our grandmothers fed 
their cmildren, and it was done as 
the occasion, circumstances, and 
the infant’s appetite made it neces- 
sary. Then in the wave of anti- 
septic, prophylactic and “scientific” 
sanitation, bottle feeding measured 
.by clock became standard. And 
woe to the child or mother who 
varied a jot or tittle from the 
schedule! Now we have a “new” 
fashion: demand feeding! 

It would, therefore, seem that the 
average parent, if sufficiently 
versed in theory, can find one to 
justify any kind of handling, good 
or bad, successful or unsuccessful. 
That being the case, why not sim- 
])ly raise your children according 
to your honest feelings and best 
judgment from stage to stage of 
their development? Let intellectual 
psychological insights be subordi- 
nated to what makes sense and 
works well.
